Shipyard Men OpposePay Cut, but It Stands
Union Leader» Expect LittleTrouble When Reduction

Starts, March 1
WASHINGTON, Feb. 23..Shipyardworkers on the Atlantic and Gulf

coasts have voted against acceptanceof a 10 per cent wage reduction, it was
announced to-day at the American Fed¬
eration of Labor, but officials said "lit¬
tle trouble is expected" when new wageschedules become effective March 1.
Thi wage reduction, which will be

made by the twelve shipyards repre¬sented in the Atlantic Coast shipbuild¬ers' association, will affect between 45,-000 and 50,000 men.
The official vote cast by the unionworkers in the referendum was notmade public.
A. J. Berres, president of the MetalTrades Department of the AmericanFederation of Labor, who has been oneoi the leading factors in the negotia¬tions between the employers and theworkers, said official notices of the re¬sult of the referendum had been sentout to the local unions for their action,but that he did not anticipate trouble.He added, however, that the «Unionscould appeal to their international offi¬

cers and bring about a strike if thev
were dissatisfied.
"Because of conditions in the ship¬building industry to-day," he said, "1do not look for any serious trouble,although there may be Lome flarcups."

U. S. Products Popularized

A permanent place in the industrial

life of Brazil has been obtained by
American nutomobiles and accessories,
electrical apparatus and supplies, sew¬

ing machines, agriculture! machinery
and railway equipment, according to a
report by Allen Walker, manager of the
International Trade Service of the
Guaranty Trust Company. Mr. Waiker
is in Rio de Janeiro on a trade tour of
South America.
The tobacco sold in Brazi1, he says,

whiie Erazilian grewn and prepared, is
manufactured and sold through a Bra¬
zilian subsidiary of the British Ameri¬
can Tobacco Company. Native-made
ühoes are turned out by machinery
supplied by the United States Shoe
Machinery Company; men's furnish¬
ings from the United States are gain¬ing ground all the time, und American
brands of men's hosiery, shirts and
underwear are for aale in nearly allthe shops. American hardware, soaps,notions, plated ware and cotton and
silk piece goods arc well eütablisnedin this highly competitive market.

Careful inquiry, says Mr. Walker,shiw3 that fundamentally similarmethods have been employed to intro¬
duce and popularize these American¡products. Responsible, men were first
sent to study the'ilcld.
Once established, these American en¬

terpriser have been content to growslowly anù to adapt their metnods of
business to national and local condi¬
tions; they have employed as managers
men of fine judgment and good person¬ality; they have berrun by winning the
confidence of the peopl-- with whom
they expect to do business for years to
come.und they have continued to hold
their respect. They have sent com¬
petent men to select their agents,
where they have needed distributing
agencies outside of their own local
headquarters; they have advertised
wisely and conservatively; they have
taken pains to demonstrate the quality
and superiority of their goods by actual
tests, and they have fitted their sales
campaigns to conform to local customs
and requirements.

Hirshfield Gains
Access to Schools
To View Supplies j

Board of Education Writes
Commissioner He May
Make Inspection; Action
Follows Gilbert's Opinion

The Board of Education decided at
its meeting yesterday, after hearing
an opinion given on the subject by
Frank B. Gilbert, acting state superin¬
tendent, to notify David Hirschfield
Commissioner of Accounts, that within
certain legal limits he had the author-
it-? to inspect the supplies in school-
houses.
This decision, it ia thought, will put Í

an end to a controversy between Com¬
missioner Hirshfield and the board,
which reached an acrimonious stage
when Commissioner Hirshfield wrote!
recently complaining that he had been
denied the right to inspect school sup-;
plies by order of Dr. William L.
Ettinger, Superintendent of Schools
and intimating that members of the
staff were profU'ng by the sale tc
the schools of text books they had
written.

In giving his opinion as to the juris¬diction of the Commissioner of Ac¬
counts in the matter, Mr. Gilbert inter¬
preted the decision of the Court of
Appeals in the case of Hirshfield vs.
Cook as follows:

"It seems clear that the jurisdiction
of the Commissioner of Accounts ex
tends only to investigating as to facts
e-rtaining to the purchase, deliveryand acceptance of texthooks, suppiieo

materials. He has no juris-diction to inquire as to the reasons
for the purchase of such textbooks.
supplies and materials, nor may he
inquire as to the particular method of
distributing the same. These matters
pertain to the conduct of the schools
and pre educational and not financial.
"The Commissioner of Accounts may.

therefore, rro into the schools and mayconduct an inquiry, as provided under
the statute conferring jurisdiction
upen him, as to the textbooks, supplies
and materials delivered at such schoo1
buildings and the amount thereof on
hand at the time of the inquiry."
